THOMASVILLE, Ga. UK-Presi- 
dent Eisenhower says any shaking 
of confidence in A m erica’s eco­ 
nomic future could turn the busi­ 
ness slum p into “ a deep and pro­ 
tracted decline,” 
That is the only thing that could 
do it, the President said in a tele­ 
gram yesterday to 11 Democratic 
governors. 
The telegram , dispatched from 
Eisenhower’s 
vacation 
headquar­ 
ters, was in reply to one from the 
governors last week. 
They said 
that “only federal action can pre­ 
vent the recession from feeding on 
itself and deterio rating further in­ 
to a depression,” 
The governors urged the P resi­ 
dent to put into effect a six point 
anti - recession

Assembly man Kenneth L. Wilso n has 
renewed his effo rts, which he started back 
in May , 1 95 7 , fo r replacement o f the o v er­ 
burdened Central Po st Office in King sto n. 
Last y ear the Ulster Co unty Assembly ­ 
man wro te to Representativ e J. Ernest 
Wharto n o f the 3 4 th Co ng ressio nal Dis­ 
trict calling his attentio n to the tremendo us 
po pulatio n g ro wth in Ulster Co unty and the 
co nsequent increased business which has 
o v ertax ed the facilities o f the 5 0-y ear-o ld 
structure. 
When President Eisenho wer anno unced 
that Co ng ress will be asked to autho rize a 
two -billio n-do llar po st o ffice mo dernizatio n 
pro g ram, Assembly man Wilso n ag ain wro te 
the Co ng ressman restating the reaso ns 
why we need a mo dern po st-o ffice plant to 
meet o ur po stal serv ice requirements. 
The Central Po st Office was o pened in 
1 908 and twenty y ears ag o it was enlarg ed. 
An increase in the v o lume o f stamp sales, 
which hav e mo re than do ubled in the last 
ten y ears, is cited as an indicatio n o f the 
co ntinuo us g ro wth o f po stal serv ices here. 
We need a mo dern building with ade­ 
quate flo o r space, mo dern equipment and 
sufficient area at the site o f the new build­ 
ing so that the mo to rized units can o per­ 
ate efficiently . 
The po stal department is a business, 
which renders impo rtant serv ice to a co m­ 
munity .

Factory wheels can­ 
not keep on turning; and jobs for 
workers cannot continue to ex ist, 
unless
